The circle meets twice a 
month at the homes of the 
various members. They make 
layouts which include gowns, 
sleepers, blankets, diapers, 
shirts and dresses. Also ban­ 
dages and hospital gowns are 
made. Large quilts and blank­ 
ets are included as well as 
the collection of warm cloth­ 
ing which is mended, when 
needed, and sent where it is 
most needed.

The group is self-support- 
Ing. They purchase needed 
materials with money raised 
from quilts they make. Also 
members of the court donate 
many pieces of material and 
trimmings.

Due to the efforts of Mrs. 
Laurence Derouin. grand re­ 
gent of the local court at the 
time, the World Mission Cir­ 
cle was formed five years ago,

with Mrs. Kathryn Shaugh­ 
nessy as chairman.

Their first project was the 
making of beautiful altar lin­ 
ens for St. Andrew's Catholic 
(Russian Byzantine Rite) 
Church of El Segundo. The 
design used for these linens 
was very intricate and has 
never been copied.
